peace then we must bring peace to the world by the power 
of our iron fists and our shining swords," Kaiser Wilhelm 
declared in a speech to the Second Army, somewhere on 
the Western front Saturday. 


"We have continued our offensive with striking ef-

"This is shown," the Kaispr declared, "by our recent 


£reat victory at Flanders and at Cambrai where the ar- 
rogant British first felt the crushing power of our offens- 
i oblow."

The Kaiser praised the tactics, strategy and valor of 


the troops on the Western front. He referred specifically 
to the defensive which the German troops interposed 
"against the attempt to advance toward Brussels." 


"Th eyear 1917," the Kaisar said, "proves that the 


German people are with the Lord of creation and that 
they can absolutely rely upon Him."
